Pryilis Morgan. a student, testified
that Mise Bimpson had on verious
ooeasions endeavored 1o stir up the
girle to open rebellion againsgt su-
thority and that she had mads
slighting remarks regarding mem-
beras of the faculty. On cross-exam-
ination, Mizs Morgan admitted mosd
of the statements sha had mads were
hearssy and Judge Charles Heulsley
struck her testimeny from the record.

L.illian €. Ernest, asnother student,
testified that on many occasions Miss
Simpson, attired in 2 *kimong® passed
througl the hall of the dormitery
when other cosds were enteriaining
meyn friends, and whes remonstrated

with declared herself to be a “man
hater.”

Men #“Clutitered Up*™ Rooms.

In rebuttal Miss Simpson admitted
hat on one or two occasions she had
to pass from her room in the dormi-
tory to the kitchen and in order to
do so had to pass one of the sitting
rooms. ‘Men were cluttering up all
of the sitting rooms and the stebps,
too,”” the witness declared, her eyes
flashing. “It was positively disgust-
ing and I complained about it,” she
added.

It was shown that in this partic-
ular dormitory other students, who
it is sald are still at the university,
were also gullty of violating the reg-
ulation regarding kimonos.

All through the hearing yesterday
counsel for the university and the pe-
titioner had freqguent clashes over the
admissibility of evidence. An at-
tempt was made to introduce cer-
tain documentary cvidence regarding
chargas said to have Dbeen tiled
against faculty members by students
at the university in the form of a
newspaper account. Thig effort was
blocked, the court holding it was not
relevant to the cause on trial,

Woonds Iefuses to Testify,

President Woodsa refused to take the
witnesg stand and the defcnse, rest-
ing its case following the testimony
nf A, F. Shoomaker, member of {he
board of regents fnr the university,
who satated the board had indorzed
the action of I'r, Wonods in denving

no tormal Investigation was ordered,
but affort o gat pousassion of the
aMdavity filed wag madn hy n single
member in behalf of the hoard.
